Itaglisti Mai! Summary. 



The papors por Continental and 
Aolive ore to (ho 24th of Ootober nnd 
contain only a few items of intoroflt to 
readers in this part of the Empire. 
The most exciting topic is the oloo- 
tions, the result of which wo have 
boon already ndvisod by tologrnph. 
The Investigation Committoo appoint- 
ed to inqniro into the affairs of the 
Boyal Bank of Livorpool bavo pro„ 
Bonted their roport, and a most extra- 
ordinary doeumont it is. All real 
power seemB to have been monopolized 
by the two managing directors, Mr 
Hutchison and Mr Shanri, of whom 
one owod the bank when it stopped 
£108,477, of which £70,000 will bo 
lost ; and the other usually owod 
£20,000, which will, however, bo paid. 
Only tbeso two directors aoom to have 
been cognizant of an astonishing 
agreomont nndor which the lloyn.1 
Bank contracted to 'carry on' Messrs 
Wilson & Co., ehipdoalors, who owod 
tho concern £00,000; Ilather than 
lose that monoy, or to speak more 
plainly, rather than call attontion to 
tho accounts, thoso gentlemen bound 
tho bank to pay Messrs Wilson's debts 
and all other debts their business 
might incur in five yoar->, and to re. 
lease Messrs Wil u on from all demands 
Undor this arrangement the total 
debt became £528,000, and another 
firm was similarly troaied to tho luno 
of nearly £100,000. All this while 
the bank was represented as most 
flourishing, and tho board congraiulat- 
ed the shareholders on tho flourish- 
ing character of tbo statoment. Mr 
Porohas, tho Kitoalist minister of St 
James' Chapel, Brighton, who has 
been inhibited by his bishop, — tho 
Bi?hopof Chichester, — 'rooi preaching 
and who persists in doing so, main- 
taining that ho is in tbo position of an 
incumbent; and not amenable to th.e 
Church Discipline Act, — has boon oari- 
catured in Fundi as a boy threatened 
by his master (tho Bi3hcp) with a 
birch rod mado of tbo Thirty-Nino 
Articles, and told that ho mny set the 
Church on fire il ho goes on liko this, 
to whioh Master Purchas replies, 'Just 
■what 1 would liko to do,— there.' Tho 
Fall Mall says that the likeness is 
very good, hair and all, — (tho hair is 
plastorod puritanically down on Mas- 
ter Purohas's head in a fashion hardly 
Bacredotal, and oortainly not oruameu- 
tal, or in keeping with the gorgeous 
ohasublo.) It seems that Archbishop 
Manning in 1840, when ho was still a 
Protestant, stood sponsor to Mr Glad- 
stone's oldest sou. Consequently, Mr 
Gladstono is abolishing tho Irish 
Church oat of friendship for Dr Man- 
ning. This absurd calumny has boou 
seriously repoated in Livorpool, and 
the Archbishop has therefore written 
to tbo Mercury to oxplain the facts. 
His close friendship with Mr Glad* 
stone, he says, was suspended in lsol, 
when ho entered tho Catholic Church, 
and lor twelvo years they novtr met. 
Subsequently, public duty renewed 
their commuioations, Dr Manning com- 
municating with overy Government 
The Archbishop concludes his lotier 
by a warm testimony to the trans« 
parent truth of Mr Gladstone's mind, and 
his almost faulty Impatience of insin- 
cerity and selfishness in publio affairs. 
Tho Cornmissiun on International 
Coinage bas presented its report, which 
amounts in brier to this : taings must 
bo lot alone. An international coinage 
is impossible, unless the English pound 
bo altered, or tho woild accepts that 
as the unit. Wo cannot alter in with* 
out endangering credit, and the world 
buows no disposition to accept it. (Juti- 
Bequontly, tho :nuttor must drop. It 
is sti. ted .hai tho rates of insurance 
for sca-goihg vessels are now double 
what llioy wero thirty years ago, and 
are uupruiilublo oven then, the ouuao 
boing tho recklessness of tho small 
ownors, who buy uusoawortny ships, 
insure them, and run tnom on tbo 
principle of " Heads 1 win, tails you 
lose." h tho crow got through tho 
voyage, it is profitable; if tboy sink, 
tbo cargo is insurod. Tho limes re- 
commends the appointment ol inspec- 
tors of shipping us the only remedy, 
and it will oume to that, bui wo wish 
to ttBk ouo question. How eomo tho 
underwriters to insure such vtBnels 't 
But for tho insurance they would not 
bo sent out, and pait, at least, ol the 
responsibility therefore rosts on Lloyds. 
Captain Monoroiff'a new method of 
mounting gun-carriages has boen again 
tried, and soems to bavo boon com- 
pletely succofaslul. A heavy pioco of 
artillery cua bo workod in n. hollow 
made in the earth, tbo gun boiug raised 
aud depressed at will without toe gun- 
ners being exposed. At present they 
must either stand exposed to tbo 
enemy.s shot or bo protoctod by a 
heavy masonry wall with a groat hole 
in it lor tho missiles to pats through. 
How tho earth acts as woll fs tno 
masonry would, or rather much better, 
and there, is no hole. Tno gunners 
can bo bit only by a vertical shell, 
very unlikely to drop just at tbo right 
place. Consequently, the oust of build- 
ing masonry walls is abolisbod, while 
tho gunners fire iu perfect Bocurity, a 



great increa«o both to tho defensive 
powor of n garrison and a great reduc- 
tion in tho exponte of fortification. 
Captain Moncroilf will bo as woll 
known in Earopo m» Horr Droyse. 
Tho u8nal Parliamentary return of 
steam vessols registered in tho U 5 5 tod 
Kingdom shows thnt on or before tin 
1st of January, 1868, there wo'fl 
rogisterod 2880 vobhoIs of 892,429 tons 
roglstercd tonnage, and 1,310,088 gross 
tonnuge. Toworirig above all tho 
others is tho Groat Eastern, with its 
dimensions of G79 ft. by nearly 83 ft., 
its engines of 2600-horso power, and 
its gross tonrmgo 18, 910 tons. Several 
other vosni ls bavo engines of 1000- 
horse powor or moro. A corrospond- 
onco between Admiral llous and Mr 
Podwick has boon published, in whioh 
tho former declines lo withdraw his 
statements respecting certain transac- 
tions connected with Lord Hasting's 
racehorses, desiring that all mattors 
should bo explained upon oath at tho 
trial of a pending action brought by 
tho trainer (Mr J. Day.) In Paris a 
roport is current that tho Emporor in- 
tends to propose a general disarma- 
ment, Tho semi-official Press speak 
of an intended granting of furloughs 
upon an oxtonsivo scale. Tho. Em* 
peror still remains at Biarritz, Wo 
are told Irom Berlin, that thoivrupp im- 
proved steel gun has fairly beaten tho Arm- 
strong gun in recent competitive trials. 
Por the South Australian Government 
Loan of £400,000 the tenders amounted 
to £3,500,000, and those accepted ranged 
betweon £108 10s and £107 5s. The 
projected journey of their Royal High- 
nesses the Prince and Princess of Wales 
abroad bus now been definitely decided. 
They will leave England about the mid- 
dlo of November to proceed to Paris, 
Germany aud Denmark ; afterwards 
Greece and a portion ol Asia Minor will 
bo visited, and finally tho distinguished 
voyagers will proceed up tbo Nilo to the 
secon 1 cutaraet. Tho celebiated African 
traveller, Sir Samuel Baker, will accom- 
pany tlieui on this portion of the journey. 
.No yacht being at present available 
which is suitable for the purpose, a fast 
8teum frigate wil bo tokl off for the sea 
passages. The suite will consist of Lady 
Morton, Hon. Mrs. Grey, Colonel Kep- 
pel, and Dr. Mioter.

The steam Bra-engine lor Iho Tiger Com- 
pany of this city arrived yeaterduy on the 
Continental and is one ol the most powerful 
and beautiful apparatuses of hor olbss yet 
constructed. Her total cost, laid down hero, 
including Ireighi and charges, will bo some- 
thing ovor $4300, of which sum about 
S268U la already paid. The freight und 
charges from New York city amount to 
$763 75. Upon tho withdrawal of the op- 
position steamships, about sis weeks ago, the 
regular line doubled tho rates of freight — a 
possible circuinsiauco which was not takeu 
into consideration at tho lime of ordcriug the 
engitio. The balunce — about $1700 — remuins 
to be made up before the ongine will be 
handed over to the company, and wo learn 
that the subscriptions of the public will bo 
asked to assist in liquidating the indebted- 
cess, so that the upparalus may pass im' 
mediately into eervioe. Of lato, the immuni- 
ty from fire with whioh our city was Iode: 
favored, appears to have terminated, and we 
have had to chroniclo the ocenrrence of several 
destructivo conflagrations, the daraago re- 
sulting from which might bavo been lessened 
bad steam beon employed iustond of haud- 
power. In the ttrcldy settled portion of our 
ciry tho danger from fire, always great, is 
enhanced during the period of Bevere gales, 
to which we are subject in tho winter ; aud 
we know of do more opportune time for the 
arrival of this engine than the present. To- 
wards the money already ptid tho Tigers sub-

Eastern States. 

Washington, jNov. 21 — Tho Navy De- 
partment has received voluminous des- 
patches from Admiral Cu vis relating to 
affairs in Paraguay.

upon and publish all the rumors which 
leak out from tho British Foreign Office 
nnd aro sent abroad through tho columns 
of tho London journals as truth. Mr 
Johnson has not been authorized from 
the State Department to vary in any 
particular from tho instructions givon 
bim on tho eve of his departure In assume 
tho duties of his officoat tho Court of Iler 
Majesty.

Tho resignation o( Gen. Mnjia, Ministor 
of War about to bo tried for unauthorized 
expenditure of public moneys, is consid- 
ered certain. 

New Orleans, Nov. 23— Tho limes 
copies from tho Brownsville Ranchero, 
dated tho 12th inst, letters from Mon- 
teroy received on tho previous night, 
which state that Escobedo. having gone 
from Tampico to Victoria for the purpose 
of commencing tho Tamaulipus campaign, 
jointly with troops from Matamoras, was 
surprised by tho entire forco of Vargas at 
Hacienda do Ambos, and Escobedo was 
defeated, barely escaping with a few of 
staff to Monterey. Escobedo's forces 
fought badly, and before tho fight was 
over hurrahed for Vargas and Canalos, 
aud finally declared in favor of the rebels. 

Eseobedo attempted to collect a force tit 
Monterey, but failed, tho soldiers refusing 
to march without being paid, and ufter- 
wards openly refused to fight against 
their Tamaulipus brethren. Eseobedo, 
seeing this complicated stato of affairs, 
sent in bis resignation, declaring himself 
incapable of putting down the revolutioo. 

Tho forces at Victoria, under Lopez 
and Montenezios, aro becoming demor- 
alized, and disbanded themselves, a'lurgo 
portion joining Vurgas. It ia believod 
that by this time Tampico has pronounced 
as well as other towns in the State, and 
soon the entire Stato will bo in the hands 
of Vargas. 

South America. 

Advices from Paraguay stato that 
Caxias with the allied army and fleet 
arrived iu front of tho Paraguayan works 
near Villeta, but was deterred from tho 
assault by the natural dofonce of the 
position. A rcconnoiteritig party, how- 
over, succeeded in capturing an important 
redoubt, whilo the iron-clads bombarded 
Angostura and held the fortifications. 
Lopez is reported to have shot both his 
brothers ; his sister is in prison. Oen 
McMahon was about to go to Ascencioi; 
with the American fleet to obtain justice 
from Paraguay. A French man*of,wur 
had already gone up tho rivor on a similar 
errand.

West Indies. 

New York, Nov. 21- -Lato advices 
from Ilayti state that Salnave has been 
defeated at Jormel. A vessel with large 
guns hud arrived at St Marys for Cocas, 
At Capo llayticn there had been a vigor- 
ous attack by tho insurgents. The com* 
mander of the British war vessel Niobe 
had been ordered to provent tho bom- 
bardment of any town where British 
residents wore ongaged in trade.

European Mail Sumiaary. 



[dates to ootobbr 26.] 
Tho London Morning Post of Ootobor 20 
has an editorial on tbo political restraints 
pl»ced upon employees in tbo PoBt Office 
Depurtment. It eays— Many Post Office 
employees huve written lo us to complain of 
their not boing allowed to canvass, as well 
as to vote, under tho new law. It appear* 
to them an especial hardship that, while they 
are permitted to tupport a candidate at tho 
polling-booth, they are not allowed to per- 
suade others to do tho same, or t-.i Btate in 
any public mauner their reasons for their own 
act. 

The Oelds in tho neighborhood of London 
were wuito with host ou tho morning of tho 
19th Oct, and the air was intensely cold. 
At eight o'clock tbo thermometer wnB as 
low as 33 degrees. Tho Manchester papers 
report that tho mountains in tho Lake dis- 
trict, and thoso in tho immediate vicinity of 
Kendal, woro covered on tho morning of the 
I7ih wilb a thick coating or snow. 

In tbo afternoon of the 19th Oct, tho boiler 
in tho kitchen of tho United Hotel, in Charles 
street, St James, exploded with fearful vio- 
lence. Tho windows in tho lower etory 
looking iuto Charles street were blown to 
pieces, and the lar,;o sboetH of plate glass 
scattered in thousands ol small frngmenta 
into the street. Tho sashes wero smashed lo 
pieces, and the gaseliers in tho cofleo room 
bent nnd twistod Six ol tho soi'Tantn wero 
seriously injured, and carried in cubs lo 
Cburing Cross Ilospitol. 

Tho cholera has disappeared from Thcran. 
According to intelligence from Tabriz dated 
October received via St Petersburg, it 
was ttio brother of the hereditary Princo ol 
Persia who died recently from tho cholera, 
aud not the hereditury Prioeo himself as was 
at first reported. 

The directors of tho London, Brighton and 
South Coast Railway have issued a circular 
in which, «n view of the upproaching general 
election, thoy strictly prohibit all active in- 
torforenoo by any officer or eoivanl of the 
Company in tho political contests now pend- 
ing, and threaten t 'nark with eevere dis- 
plcasuro any over. uCt ol partizjnship on 
either side. 

An alarming explosion took place at tho 
Basinghy II gunpowder mills, Westmoreland, 
on the 17th Oct. Tho two mills whero the 
explosion look place wero entirely unroofed, 
and about sixty pounds of powder in each 
mill was destroyed ; but an adjoining mill, 
aho containing a charge, fortunately escaped 
d mage. No ono wi s injured. 

A statement appears in an Edinburgh pa- 
per, on the authority of tho Edinburgh Span- 
ish Evangelization Society, that General 
Prim bad declared lo Senor Cabrera, one ol 
the agents of the Edinburgh Spanish Evan- 
gedzatiou Society, and other exiles, that 
they may enter Spain with their Bibles un- 
der their arms to preaoh its duotrinos.

Daily News ol the 21 Oct:—

from a Liverpool paper, stales that Mr Cyms 
Field's departure from England prevented 
him from being present at the Liverpool 
banquet to Mr R iverdy Johnson.

London, Oct 19. 

Tne Globe of the 20tb donios the truth of 
a statement ma ! e bv The Daily New3 'that 
it has been agreed botweeu Lord Stanley and 
Mr Revordy Johnson that the respective 
claims of British subjects and American 
ciiizonf, arising out of the Southern rebel- 
lion, ohull bo determined by an intercolooial 
commission, composed ol an r-quai number 
of British and American members.' 

The Bitter religious feeling which was 
provoked by the visit of Murphy, the anti- 
Catholic leotuier, to Birmingham, und aggra- 
vated by tho position taken up and the 
language o;vd by the Conservative candis 
dutos, has commenced to show itself as the 
election approaches. Two meetings ol tho 
Conservatives have been uproariously broken 
up by Irish Roman Catholics. The Irish 
listen quietly for somo time; till some r ut- 
rngeoue statement in respect to the Irish 
Church or 'Popish blasphemies' was made 
use of, and then proving too strong for the 
roughs and the Orangemen, little or nothiug 
more is heard from the candidates, the meet- 
ing being turned into o sort of wild beost 
show. Considerable apprehension is felt 
that there will be disturbances before the 
contest is finished, and the pensioners, of 
whom there uro a great number in ttio town, 
havo roceived notice to be ia readiness if re- 
quired. 

The Express of tho 20th says: Since the 
riot at West Harllepool^ three weeks ago, 
Flynn. the nnti-Catholio 'lecturer, by whose 
presence the disturbance wub caused, has 
tukon up his abndo in tho town, whore he 
has delivered several lectures in the Oxford 
Musio Hall, until at length 'business' fulling 
oil, he transferred his attention to Old Hartle- 
pool, whom, being refused a room, ho de 
livered nn harangue on tho town moor on 
Saturday afternoon to Dome 500 persons. 
Although very violent In his language, he 
failed to create any breach of Iho peace. 
On Sunday, however, ho again appeared on 
the moor, where the crowd numborod many 
hundreds of persons. Scarcely had the lec- 
ture begun ere a fight originating in somo 
badinage between lads and women ia Cleve- 
land street, the Irish quarter, which is close 
to the moor, ensued between Iho rival creeds. 
A fierce cannonade of stonos passed between 
tho parties, whom tho borough police, who 
only numbered gome ton ortwolve men, en- 
deavored to soparnte, and were for a time ex* 
posed to great danger. Fortunately at this 
moment a body of moro than 26 of the 
country foroe, uuder Superintendent David- 
son, camo up, und the combatunta wero 
driven apart before any ncriouu consequences 
ensued ; but many persons, chiefly Irish, 
were more or hss injured by tho stories. It 
has been reportod to tho borough bench that 
Flynn haB determined to take the Tempor- 
ance liail by muiu forco, and a deputation of 
of tho proprietors waited upon the bench, ot 
tho close of the potty cessions, to ask pros 
lection ol thoir property, whioh tho Mayor 
at onoo said should be given ihom. 

The Star of tho 21st says : An announce* 
nient appears in another part of our columns 
(but Mr Uoldwin Smith will delivor a looiure 
on 'Chatham and bis time,' at the St Ucorgc's 
Hall, L-iughum-pluce to-night. As thin is 
tho last thno probably for many years thai 
bo will address an English uudienuo, many 
of the leaders of tbo Liberal party intend 
being proseut, to show their sonso of tho 
groat services rendered lo tbo Liberal causo 
by the honorable gentleman ; and wo 
sincerely trust that Ml persons holding tho 
same creed will .aeavor to be prosont to 
pay a tribute Ci respool to one who has bo 



often manfully stood forward on their bo- 
balf. 

The" criminal statistics of England and 
VVa'es for tbo yenr ending at Michaelmas, 
1807, show that 3,807 womem were commit- 
ted for trial charged with indiotnble nllonse!, 
and 15549 men — ono woman to overy four 
men. An appreciable number- of oOonsos. 
against tbo perBOU must be acts ol men only, 
and a large number of crimeB requiring 
physical strength, great darii.g, or special 
knowledge or opportunity, are commonly the 
work of men ; but tho returns show that 
women havo their part in deeds of violence. 

The Daily News ot the 21st says tbat side 
by side with the account of press prosecu- 
tions in Ithly we have news of demonstra- 
tions of sympathy wiih Spain, whioh appear 
to have ausumed too much of n Republican 
character to have bean altogether acceptable 
to tho authorities. This- has been especially 
the case at Bologna and Porugia. In Flor- 
onoo itsolf tho same spirit has reoontly been 
shown, A largo crowd gathered lou.id tbo 
National Guard on their return home from a 
march out, and called for Garibaldi's hymo, 
giviog at tho eume time threo cheers for the 
Ropublio: Tho National Guard refused to 
oomply with a request thus made, and wore 
thereupon hooted. 

Tho correspondent of tho Independence 
Belpc, writing from St Petersburg, says that 
it is definitely resolved lo dissolve next 
January the Constitution Committee of Wat- 
saw, which eervod as the ianl line of demar- 
cation between tbo Administration of Poland 
und tbo Central Administration, of tho Em- 
pire. 1 hencoforward I'olund will bo gov- 
erned directly from St Petersburg on tbo 
same conditions as tbo other general govern- 
ments, such aa Lithuaniu, Podolia and the 
Baltic Provinces. 

• On quitting Poland,' pays tho Figaro of 
of Iho 20th, ' 'be Czar signed a ukase inter- 
dicting mustaches and Imperials. Hence- 
forward Poles are permitted to wear only 
whiekers. This latter appendix is resnrvod 
probably for the next visit.' This ia of a 
verity shaviug in detail . But it is incon- 
testable progress. Formerly the Poles were 
shaved of their heads to iho neck, Now they 
uto only shaved to the skin. 

Tho Figaro ol the 20th soys that the Czar 
has forbidden tho women of Puland to wear 
the Polish toquet, and has also prohibited the 
entry into Poland of all journals containing 
tho Paris fashions. 

The correspondent of tho ladepcndeuce 
Belye at St Petersburg, under date of the 
12th, reports the arrival of Mayor Morris 
Chester, a block, but a highly civi ized gen- 
tleman, on a mission from tho President of 
the negro Republic ol Lib3ria to obtain ho- 
lds Government tbo recognition ol Russia. 
MajorChester, it seems, have been recogniz- 
ed sb a diplomatio ugent, for his coachman is 
permitted to wour lace, a distinction reserved 
for foreign diplomatists.
